NEW YORK, May 3.—(#)—A sud- 
den movement of foreign capital from 
this country to other money centers 
developed today, causing steady sell- 
ing of the American dollar in the 
world’s principal foreign exchange 
markets. 

Leading authorities said the move- 


ment began in Europe this mornin 
and carried over into the New- Yor 


' market after foreign markets closed. 


They attributed the shifting to fresh 
inflation scares aroused abroad by 
passage of the Goldsborough bill by 
the house of representatives and to 
evidences that economy measures in 
Washington were meeting resistance. 
The statements of advocates of these 
measures that unbridled inflation was 
not contemplated failed to reassure 
forigners with money balances here, 
they added. 

While the dollar slumped in most 
foreign markets, including South 
America, its weakness in terms of 
gold currencies was particularly no- 
ticeable. Belgian francs and Holland 
ot ana went to new. high prices.

SENATE BODY ASKS

Approved in Considera- 
tion of Tax Bill.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—()— 
Postal rates were raised and stock 
sales levies modified today by the sen- 
ate finance committee as it struggled 
to raise enough revenue to offset the 
growing treasury deficit and the house 
slashes in the economy bill. 

The tax of 1-4 of 1 per cent on 
stock transactions put in the revenue 
bill on the floor of the house was 
eliminated and a flat levy of 4 cents 
a share substituted. 

The house increase from 2 to 3 
cents in the first-class postage rate 
was approved and the committee also 
reached out for $5,000,000 more by 
boosting the second-class postal rates 
to the high 1921 schedule. 

The house provision permitting re- 
vaination of the estates of those who 
died between September 1, 1928, and 
January 1, 1932, to allow for shrink- 
age of seturity values for inheritance 
tax purposes was rejected.

SAVINGS REDUSED 
IN ECONOMY BILL 


‘House Votes Measure 
Saving: $42,000,000 In- 
stead of $210,000,000.

WASHINGTON, May 3—(@))— 
Desperate attempts of party leaders 
to salvage the major portion of the 
insurgent mutilated econom bill 
failed ‘before final passage & the 
house tonight with the rebels’ holding 
staunchly together through nine rec- 
ord votes. 

As sent to the senate by.the over- 

whelming vote of 316 to. 67, the bill 
carried savings liberally estimated by 
the economy committee at $42,300,- 
000, as compared to the $210,000,000 
it proposed to cut from government 
costs, 
It was tacked onto the $20,000,000 
legislative supply bill as a rider, after 
having been beaten and battered by 
a roaring and revolting house for 
nearly a week. 

The measure contained numerous 
suggestions submitted to the house 
economy committee by President 
Hoover in his “national économy 
bill,” including the Hoover stagger- 
ing plan of employment and the pro- 
posed decrease in veterans’ benefits, 
were swept out by the powerful coali- 
tion. 

Noisy and difficult to control, the 
insurgent-dominated house delivered 
its final wrecking blow to the meas-

The forces of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
held a precarious lead on the demo- 
cratic side of California’s presidential 
primary returns early today with Al- 
fred KE. Smith running a close second 
and with many votes yet to be counted 
in Los Angeles county, the stronghold 
of Speaker John N. Garner. Returns 
from 3,140 precincts complete, out of 
10,271; gave the New York governor 
51,858; Smith 49,253 and Garner 
44.391. 

These returns included 900 of San 
Francisco's 1,050 precincts where 
Smith ran strong, but only 352 pre- 
cincts out of the 3,278 in Los Angeles 
county, where the Texan was getting 
a clear majority over his two oppo- 
| nents. 
~ In Los Angeles county, which con- 
tains almost one-third of the precincts 
in the state, Garner had a long lead. 
Incomplete returns from the county, 
not listed in the returns from the 
state-at-large because the count in 
very few of the boxes had been fin- 
ished, Garner had 51.898, Koosevelt 
25,038 and Smith, 24,991 early today. 
It was expected that Los Angeles 


county would poll approximately a 
quarter of a million votes. 

President Hoover, whose Ieadership 
on the republican side of the ticket 
was not contested, received 42,427 
votes in 783 precincts. This exceed- 
ed the combined total of votes given 
the. three democratic contenders. His 
supporters had urged that he be given 
a generous “confidence vote.” 

Tabulation® of the returns was 
slow and a decision was not expected 
until sometime later in the day, 
Forty-four votes, the sixth largest 
block in the national convention, 
were at stake. 

These returns bore out predictions 
that the Texan would run strong in 
the heavily populated districts of Lo: 
Angeles county, where he was aided 
by the active support of William G. 
McAdoo, former secretary of the 
treasury, and by the strong opposi- 
tion to the state oil contro] referen- 
dum, which was losing and which was 
opposed by McAdoo.

Republican Aspirant for 
House Also To Be Nam- 
ed by State Committee. 


Georgia republicans will offer a 
candidate for the United States sen- 
ate, at least one candidate for the na- 
tional house of representatives and 
“probably” a candidate for governor 
in the general election this fall. 

James W. Arnold, national commit- 
teeman, said this decision was reached 
at a meeting of the state central com- 
mittee Tuesday. ‘The recent state 
convention directed that the commit- 
tee consider the advisability of put- 
ting out a full state ticket. 

A candidate for the lower house of 
congress. probably will be offered 
against Robert Ramspeck, of the fifth 
district, and the name of Josiah T. 
Rose, collector of internal revenue, is 
being advanced. 

Arnold would not say definitely 
whether the G. O. P. would offer a 
candidate for governor or not. He 
said that this was under consideration 
and “in all probability, we will an- 
nounce someone to oppose the demo- 
cratic candidate this fall.”. 

State headquarters have been open- 
ed here and Arnold says that an in- 
tensive drive will be made to elect a 
senator. The state committee has 
not determined whether the candidate 
will offer for the Harris vacancy or 
oppose Senator Walter F. George. 

It is the first time the republicans 
have seriously considered offering op- 
position to major offices. It is un- 
likely, however, that the recommenda- 
tion of the convention as to a full 
ticket will be followed.

Nipponese Invade Ameri- 
can Defense Sector To 
Attack Chinese.

SHANGHAI, May 3.—(UP)—A 
Japanese marine patrol invaded the 
American defense sector of the Inter- 
national Settlement tonight, ignored 
police protests, indiscriminate’y at- 
tacked Chinese civilians and attempted 
to defy United States troops until a 
battalion of the 31st infantry forced 
them to withdraw. 

The Japanese yielded sullenly and 
with threats to return in force re- 
gardless of the American troops, but 
a clash between the blue-jackets of 
Nippon and the infantrymen who have 
been on duty since the Shanghai war- 
fare, was averted by a narrow mar- 
gin. 

The incident arose out of Japanese 
charges that Chinese in the American 
defense sector of the settlement had 
been hurling stones across Soochow 
creek at Japanese marines on duty in 
the native Chapei sector, which was 
almost destroyed during the recent 
hostilities. It was in view of possible 
renewal of such stoning that the Jap- 
anese threatened to return and exact 
vengeance. 

The blue-jackets climbed the locked 
gates at the bridgehead and launched 
an indiscriminate attack on all Chi- 
nese in sight, using stones, bAyonets 
and rifle butts on the civilian victims 
of theeaffary. Many Chinese were mal- 
treated, about a score or more were 
injured and some were taken to hos- 
pitals in a serious condition. The en- 
tire Sinza district was panic-stricken 
when Chinese civilians fled wildly 
through the streets, screaming and 
shouting for aid.

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N AUTHORS DEATH 


First-Degree Murder In- 
dictment Asked Against 
British Aviator. 


MIAMI, Fla, May 3.—{4)—Two 
purported suicide notes of Haden 
Clarke, 26-year-old author, were ap- 
parently under scrutiny of the Dade 
county grand jury tonight as State 
Attorney N. Vernon Hawthorne 
sought a first-degree murder indict- 
ment charging Captain W. N. Lan- 
caster, British flyer, with the mysteri- 
ous shooting of Clarke. 

Hawthorne charged Lancaster with 

murder in a warrant issued last night, 
after he said the flyer confessed to 
forging the two notes. Lancaster, 
held in county jail, refused to see in- 
terviewers today on advice of his at- 
torney. ‘ 
' Courthouse attaches gave rise to 
he report the notes were before the 
grand jury when they said J. V. Har- 
ing, handwriting expert, who yester- 
day branded the notes as spurious, 
spent several hours before the jurors 
today. Haring was brought here by 
Hawthorne to investigate this angle of 
the case. 

Hawthorne spent the day in the 
grand jury room, but announced only 
that he had presented evidence in the 
case. He declined to give the names 
of other witnesses on his list, but said 
Mrs. Jessie M. Keith-Miller, Clarke’s 
fiancee and Lancaster’s flying partner 

for five years, would be called. 
* Clarke was shot early on the morn- 
ing of April 21 in the room he and 
Lancaster occupied at the Keith-Mil- 
ler home here. 

The flyer last night declared his 
innocence of the shooting, and said 
satisfactory proof would be brought 
forth “at the proper time.”

WASHINGTON, May 3.—(UP)— 
A second blow at the widespread em- 
ployment of relatives by senators and 
congressmen was struck soany, 
_ Representative J. R. Mitchell, dem- 
ocrat, Tennessee, introduced a bill to 
prohibit this practice. He accompanied 
this action with a statement declaring 
the public would never believe that 
the appointment of a near relative was 
a merit alone, He said the secrecy sur- 
rounding the practice was “prima 
facie evidence of fraud, crookedness 
and ener pe of the rankest kind.” 

Mitchell said that even a congress- 
man. cannot find out whe is on the 
pay roll of other members. 

“Let us in by having the clerk 
of the house keep his books open 80 
all the taxpayers and their represent- 
atives can know who is eating - their 
substance here on Capitol Hill,” he 


said, , 
He a congressmen to take 
the stump and say they would appoint 
relatives to clerkships if elected. 

Last week the house voted down, 
two to one, an attempt by Represent- 
ative Mouser, republican, Ohio, to 
amend the economy bill to prevent em- 
ployment of relatives. : 

These developments followed publi- 
cation by the United Press of numer- 
ous instances in which prominent mem- 
bers of congress were carrying relatives 
some of them seldom in Washington, 
on the rolls as senate or congressional 
clerks. The latest instance is that of 
Senator Simeon Fess, of Ohio 
chairman of the republican national 
committee, whose daughter-in-law, 
Dorothy Fess, lives in Toledo, Ohio 
and draws $2,220 a year for “clerical 
work” which she does at home. She is 
officially listed as assistant clerk to 
the senate library committee here, of 
which her father-in-law is chairman. 
Her address is officially given as the 
Carlton hotel, where Senator Fess 
lives, but the clerk said he did not re- 
call her. 

Previously Speaker Garner, Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, senate democratic 
leader, and numerous others were re- 
ported as having relatives on the pay 
roll, some of whom worked here and 
some of whom were “contact men 
back home. ; 

Representative Mitchell said he did 
not expect his anti-nepotism bill to 
pass, “because there are too many af- 
fected by it.” 

It provides it shall be unlawful for 
any member of congress to appoint to 
any legislative position any person re-

000 and forfeiture of office is provided. 
The bill follows the outline of similar 
laws in Mississippi, Nevada, New

Members at present are allowed 
$5,000, to be divided between two 
clerks, nether of whom can draw more 
than $3,900 a year. 

“The congressman appoints some 
member of his family, his wife, daugh- 
ter, or son is placed on the pay roll 
and the mont salary goes into the 
family treasury or into the member's 
own pocket, less the small amount paid 
to the working secretary who is usual- 
ly underpaid and overworked and is 
not officially known upon the pay roll. 
When they are carried on the pay roil, 
they are forced to turn over the ma- 
jor portion of their salary to the con- 
gressman or some member of his 
family. 

“Sometimes the daughter or the son 
is educated in the schools here and 
then travels abroad at government 
expense while drawing the taxpayers’ 
money from the treasury and doing 
nothing whatever to earn it. 


“They frequently do not come to 
the office where they are supposed to 
‘be employed’ but instead they join 
so-called society in the city and begin 
pink tea entertainment and bridge 
arties or they are playing politics 
ack in the district to promote the 
selfish ambitions of their congressmen, 
which is altogether personal, at the 
expense of the best interests of the 


Mpeople who pay the bills. 


‘"Phe people have a right to expect 
that their money bé otherwise ex- 
pended than in a continuation of this 
character Of graft and selfishness.” 

Mitchell linked his situation direct- 
ly with the unemployment throughout 
the country, saying: 

“IT wonder how many members of 
the present congress who have their 
wives, daughters or sons on the pay- 
rolls as clerks or secretaries have writ- 
ten back home to their constitueuts 
and advised them that there were no 
jobs here in Washington to be had. 

“I challenge any one of the mem- 
bers of congress who are now engaged 
in the nefarious practice to say on 
the stump in 1932 that he éxpects to 
fill his office with his kin and that 
he expects to see that they draw sal- 
aries from the federal government out 
of his constituents’ hard earned 
money.”

Some improvement, he granted, 
could be achieved by legislative ac- 
tion. He listed in that category re- 
duction of the number of. superior 
court circuits, to be accompanied by 
an adjustment of the number of judges 
in each and equalization of their 
work; uniform laws applying to city 
courts, and simplification of the rules 
of pleading, practice and procedure. 

Qtasi-iudicial bodies such as the 
interstate commerce commission, fed- 
eral trade commission and state: in- 
dustrial commission -are multiplying, 
the jurist said, because they have 
adopted rules of procedure’ simple 
enough for the layman to understand 
and employ. 

Dr. Kraus, professor of interna- 
tional law and diplomacy at the Ger- 
man University, emphasized in his dis- 
cussion of reparations that “unable 
to pay does not mean unwilling.” He 
expressed regret that “these terms 
have been confused in political con- 
versations.” 

Even Adolf Hitler and his “nazis” 
ares decidedly in favor of payment to 
the country’s utmost capacity on pri- 
vate obligations, the professor said. 

He sketched the recent history of 
Germany, saying she had been stripped 
of her position as a world power and 
“is struggling to regain her equality. 
. . - This inequality is most noticeable 
in the question of disarmament.” 

He said the foreign relations of the 
reich involved only a few questions: 
“First, the recovery of a status of 
complete equality, a readjustment with 
her many old and new neighbors, her 
relations to the League of Nations, 
the protection of millions of German 
minorities in Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Denmark and last but not least, ques- 
tions of international finance.” 


Dr. Kraus said the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles “most thoronghly disarmed” 
Germany with provisions which “lead- 
ing statesmen of the former allies have 
repeatedly acknowledged were intend- 
ed as a preparation for a general 
disarmament, therefore dictated to 
Germany conditionally and accepted 
conditionally by Germany. 

‘Germany has a right to demand 
that the other signatory powers of 
the Treaty of Versailles also disarm 
in the measure and according to the 
direct methods provided by the Ver- 
sailles treaty.” 


Following Judge Fortson’s address 
the afternoon round-table was thrown 
open for general discussion. 

Senator E. M. Williams, of Monroe, 
a member of the senate committee, 
said the judicial branch was the most 
important division .of the state gov- 
ernment and “no division at present 
is in greater need of reform.” 

He called efficiency, uniformity and 
economy the three most important 
characteristics of a good judicial sys- 


If the proposed revision can do 
away with the errors of the present 
system “which are unfair both to the 
ba. and to the layman,” he said, he 
hopes public opinion in the state can 
be turned toward it. 

Harry Strozier, Macon attorney, de- 
scribed in the round table session 
what he called a lack of co-operation 
between various units of the Georgia 
judicial system. 

“There is no real system of judica- 
ture in Georgia,” he said. “Georgia 
is still operating under a_ so-called 
system that has been out of date for 
over two centuries. Every lawyer in 
Georgia has seen justice defeated 
through inadequate methods of ob 
taining justice.” 

Gives Illustrations. 

He gave illustrations from his own 
and other attorneys’ experience. 

“I defy anyone to find out the ju- 
risdiction of the various city courts of 
Georgia,” he went on. “One hundred 
years ago this would not have mat- 
tered, but today the administration 
of justice has become a problem in 
which knowledge of the workings of 
the various units is vitally necessary.” 

He praised the system proposed in 
a constitutional provision offered by 
a committee from the institute of pub- 
lic affairs last year, explaining it 
was based largely on English meth- 
ods. He expressed the opinion that 
the fault with legal procedure in 
Georgia is in the system and not in 
the judges. : :

ure today. It downed, 211 to 119, 
by a teller vote, the proposal to save 
$48,717,000 through a reduction in 
benefits to veterans. It set up in- 
stead a joint congressional committee 
of seven members of each branch to 
report to the next session of con- 
gress a program to revamp veterans’ 
legislation. 

After the slashing was completed, 
McDuffie, who voted against the 
measure, said: 

“I felt I could not vote for the 
bill after it had been emasculated and 
destroyed. 

“The action of the house goes to 
prove that organized minorities, prop- 
agandists and bureaucrats have con- 
trol of this government, and that rep- 
resentative government is dead.

McDuffie and Representative Doug- 
las, of Arizona, democratic member 
of the economy committee, made dra- 
matic pleas to the house to reverse 
its action on the deleted sections. 

But in quick succession, as fast as 
the rolls could be called, the in- 
surgent-controlled house affirmed its 
previous action. On _ the _ Britten 
amendment, boosting the exemption 
on the McDuffie 11 per cent wage-cut 
plan from $1,000 to $2,500, permit- 
ting 70 per cent of the million gov- 
ernment employes to escape a slash, 
the favorable record vote was 238 to 
154. It cut the pte savings from 
$67,000,000 to $12,000,000. The pro- 
vision would reduce congressmen’s 
salaries $825.

Suspend for one year all- overtime 
pay for Sunday, holiday and night 
work, to save $5.600,000. 

To apply an 11 per cent wage cut 
on all government employes, exempt- 
ing $2,500, to save $12,000,000. 

The committee has been instructed 
by a resolution of Senator McKellar.

The measure of Congressman 


Crisp, of Georgia, which would | 


grant a full pardon to the four 
Americans convicted in the Hono- 
lulu “honor slaying’? case contem- 
plates the righting of an evident 
miscarriage of justice. 

The sanctity of the home is so 
sacred to the pedple of America 
that there can be no doubt of the 
general approval of the proposal to 
lighten as much as possible the bur- 
den of this little family group into 
which tragedy stalked through no 
fault of their own. 

That a jury, even of so polyglot 
a nature as the one which heard this 
case, should have found a verdict of 
guilty is inconceivable. Only in- 
fluences or considerations which 
have no place in the deliberations in 


wA jury room can explain it. 


It is significant that on the first 
ballot taken by the jury its seven 
members of Caucasian descent all 
voted for acquittal, while the five of 
mixed oriental descent were for 
conviction. That the whites were 
willing to later compromise on a 
verdict of manslaughter, in face of 
the custom of Hawaiians to hang 
juries when one of their race is on 
trial, is difficult to understand. 

The mistrial in the case of .the 
natives undoubtedly guilty of the 
assault and the probability of théir 
never having to suffer for their 
crime; the remarkable action of the 
judge in.coercing the grand jury, 
and the tense -conditions -in- Hono- 
lulu created’a situation which ‘made 
the rendering of fair and impartial 
justice improbable. : :

cines are used for the injections, but 
probably the most satisfactory are so- 
lutions of common salt in water and 
dextrose (sugar) in. water, or both to- 


gether in .one solution containing 50, 


per cent dextrose and 30 per cent. salt 
in distilled water. As a rule there is 
a‘cramp in the leg immediately after 
each injection, gy three or ‘four 

Probably this helps to re- 
tain the solution where it is needed. 
Patients say they don’t mind the 
cramp in view of the gratifying relief 
they get from an otherwise discourag- 
ing trouble. Before the technic of this 
chemical obliteration of varicose veins 
became widely known among physi- 
cians, many of them raised theoretical 
objections and even advised patients 
the method was no good or dangerous. 
Then some physicians attempted . to 
give the treatment without troubling 
to receive proper clinical instruction, 
and their bungling amateurish at- 
tempts gave some bad results, which 
brought the method into ill repute in 
some quarters. 

It is odd, but the modern diathermy 
method of extirpating tonsils has had 
to pass through the same vicissitudes 
at the hands of the -general. profes- 
sion. 

The ambulant treatment of hernia 
is now undergoing the same harsh re- 
ception. But I believe it is destined 
to make the present standard radical 
operation..for hernia an _ obsolete 
method. 

Some victims of chronic varicose 
nleer cannot or will not submit to ob- 
literation of the veins. A _ valuable 
treatment in such cases is the rubber 
sponre treatment. This is briefly as 
follows: 

1. Cleanse the ulcer and the skin 
around it with benzine. 

‘2. Paint the ulcer with a 10 per 
cent solution of silver nitrate. 

3. Apply to ulcer some simple boric 
acid ointment. 

» 4 Cover with several of 
surgeon's gauze, fluffed. 

5. Cover this with four layers of 
sheet wadding. 

6. Apply over this an ordinary rub- 
ber sponge, the firmest obtainable, of 
a size slightly larger than the raw 
surface. 

7.. Bandage all in place with a 3- 
inch gauze bandage. 

8. Finally apply a 4-inch woven 
linen bandage from toes to just below 
the knee, firmly. : 

9. Renew dressing as often as dis- 
charge soils it. 

The more inflammation and ulcera- 
tion the tighter this final bandage 
should be. 

The more the patient walks with 
this dressing place the better his leg 
will feel and the more readily the ul- 
cer will heal. Get a new spouge as 
soon as the first loses its sponginess 
and packs. It is the walking that 
does the trick, for every step produces 
a squeeze on the sponge and drives the 
stagnant blood out of the ulcer area, 
letting fresh arterial blood enter to 


nourish and heal.

‘“‘There have been no great natural 
catastrophies. No great floods, fam- 
ines and widespread crop failures ac- 
count for the condition in which we 
find ourselves. Almost 14 years have 
passed since the World War ended, 
and yet, instead of improving, condi- 
tions here and all over the world 
steadily go from bad to worse. 

“The cause for this igs not natural. 
Tt is the result af a combination of 
stupidity and greed controlling the 
governments of the world, and failing 
to regulate and control those agencies 
of currency and credit that were cre- 
ated by civilization to facilitate the 
exchange of products. These agencies 
were designed to be the servant of 
man. They have now become the mas- 
ters of man, and threaten to destroy 
our civilization. 

“This country, just after the war 
ended, when every consideration de- 
manded a continuation of the policy 
of inflation, deliberately and abrupt- 
ly adopted the policy of deflation 
through edict of the federal reserve 
board, and has continued that policy 
until the beginning of the present con- 
gress, when belated and half-baked 
measures, that were mere ‘stop-gaps,’ 
were resorted to in an effort to at 
least partially check deflation. Of 
such a character was Mr. Hoover's 
$2,000,000,000 corporation to relieve 
the banks and railroads. These meas- 
ures have miserably failed, and the 
distress of the people increases. 

“Less than 500 families own more 
than 80 per cent of the wealth of 
the country, while 130,000,000 people 
are either actually in want.or are 
faeed and carrying financial burdens 
greater than they can bear.

“In the last thtee years gold has 
appreciated more than 40 per cent in 
value.

The only- hope of 
the American people for salvation on 
this earth and in this life-lies in the 
intelligent use by them of the hallot, 
for, intelligently wWsed, the ballot Is 
a far more effective weapon than the 
bullet and relief by the orderly proc- 
esses of the law is infinitely prefer- 
able to revolution. * ; 

“T offer the following suggestions 
for relief: 

“First—It is absolutely essential 
that immediate steps be taken to 
raise, by law, the prices of prod- 
ucts, commodities, atid property. This 
ean be accomplished by reducing the 
value of gold.

gifts and charity first to one and then 
to another group. of inferests or 
classes of citizens.

“Third—-The Hawley-Smoot tariff 
act of 1929, is the most iniquitous and 
stupid tariff bill in the history of the 
world.

Among the more populous counties 
refusing to be bound by the state law 
are Durham, New Hanover ( Wilming- 
ton), Forsyth (Winston-Salem) and 
Wake (Raleigh). Some actually post- 
poned the advertisement of land for 
taxes, while others merely ignored the 
law which set yestefday as the date 
for ordering advertisement. Warph 

Other counties known to have failed 
to order the advertisements are Pas- 
quotank, Perquimans and _ Craven, 
while in Cateret county officials were 
enjoined by a temporary injunction 
against proceeding with sale plans. 

In official circles here it was said 
county officials could, if anyone de- 
sired to press the law, he held per- 
sonally responsible for interest on the 
money to be brought by the sales dur- 
ing the period of delay.

Not so many years ago many ships 
and cars were kant busy. nat- 
ural ice from our‘ northern states to 
our southern homes. ‘Then a Flori- 
dan conceived the idea of making ar-. 
tificial ice and we used that. Whether 
natural or artificial ice was u 
however, we were always confronted 
with the same difficulty—when the 
box was full of ice the tem ture 
was low, but as the ice melted the 
temperature rose and quite often foods 
requiring a low temperature spoiled. 

n the beginning machines. for mak- 
ing artificial ice were large and re- 
quired considerable s for installa- 
tion. Then came the World War. 
Many of the old torpedo boats were 
put in commission; there was no room 
for an ice machine, and so some en- 
gineer arose to the occasion and de- 
signed a machine that could be in- 
stalled on the top of an ice box. This 
machine was waterproof, so that the 
box could sit out on the decks of the 
torpedo boats and the wash of the 
seas over the ship would do the ice- 
making wnit no damage. | 

These small ice-making units were 
'very crude at first, but engineers see- 
ing the possibility which they offéred 
for domestic use began working on 
improvements, and in a comparatively

“Governor Retires Early 
Without Obtaining Re- 
turns From California.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., May 3.— 
(P)—With his presidential nomina- 
tion campaign at one of the mile- 
posts of its journey to the democratic 
national convention, Governor Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, of New York, to- 
night announced to his family and 
aides that he was going to bed early 
and would not receive word of the 
California primary .until tomorrow. 

His lack of interest in the three- 
way struggle with former Governor 
Alfred EF. Smith and Speaker John 
N, Garner for California's 44 votes 
was not shared by the family and 
aides, who made arrangements to re- 
ceive returns late tonight. 

Mr. Roosevelt is here for a three- 
week rest. He said when he ar- 
rived last Saturday that he put poli- 
ties aside for the Georgia stay, and 
so far he has held to that regimen. — 

Visited by Supporter. 

The governor today, however, hear: 
some politics from Hugh Benham, a | 
disabled locomotive engineer of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., who has been a volun- 
teer Roosevelt worker in the south. 
Benham, limping and carrying a cane 
because of a spinal injury several 
years ago, visited Roosevelt at the 
atients’ pool of the Warm Springs 
oundation. The governor, m_ his 
bathing suit after a swim, sat on the 
concrete pool wall and chatted in low 
tones with Benham. 

Benham eaid he had traveled froin 
Florida to New Mexico and north to 
the Mason-Dixon line. He found, he 
related, strong sentiment for the New 
York governor in Texas, where the 
delegattion is pledged to Garner. He 
reasoned that Roosevelt would be the 
Texans’ second choice. In Louisiana, 
where an uninstructed delegation has 
been chosen, Benham said the sen- 
timent for Roosevelt was s0_ pro- 
nounced that the Louisianans likely 
would jump in the New Yorker's col- 
umn on the early ballot. 

The former engineer became ac- 
quainted with Roosevelt whiten he suf- 
fered the injury to his spine and 
asked the governor for advice as to 
treatment.

Elliott Roosevelt, the second son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt, arrived here 
today. He was greeted by Mr. Roose- 
velt with a fatherly kiss in the midst 
of the Benham talk. Elliott was 
swimming with his mother and his 
wife, the former Elizabeth Denner, of 
Philadelphia, a few minutes after he 
reached Warm Springs and could not 
see hie father until Mr. Roosevelt had 
had his swim and exercises.

Women’s Clubs. 

COLUMBUS, Ga., May 3.—When 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
rallies to the support and develop- 
ment of the “live-at-home” program, 
and its woman power demands home- 

wn products, it will be the key 
that unlocks the treasure house of the 
rural communities, and the federation 
will play an important part in the 
furthering of this program. Such was 
the verdict of Walter H. Harrison, 
of Lavonia, vice president of the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association, in his 
sate and convincing address made 
the opening session Tuesday eve- 
ning of thirty-sixth annual meet- 
j of Georgia Federation of Wom- 
ens Clubs held in the First Baptist 
church in Columbus. 

This “live-at-home” program has 
been carried on for two years under 
the direction of the agricultural com- 
mittee of the Georgia Bankers’ As- 
sociation and extension service for 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture, of which Mr. Harrison is chair- 
man. The bankers’ association has 
advocated, through directed loans 
made to farmers, the production of 
food and feed crops for the farm, un- 
der College of hp gee niga direction. 
but it remains for the cities and 
towns to consume the surplus the 
farmer puts on the market. 

oe Towns. 

“If people living in cities and towns 
do not want home-grown, and will 
not buy home-grown products, then 
our efforts will go for naught,” said 
Mr. Harrison. “It is impossible for 
our farmers to make a living pro- 
ducing cotton under present condi- 
tions, with keen competition not only 
west of the Mississippi river, bat in 
36 other countries as well. If they 
can make no money raising cotton, 
the farmers will have no money to 
spend and the towns and cities will 
not be prosperous. Prosperity fail- 
ing in urban centers, women’s clubs 
will come to naught.” 

He offered the practical suggestion 
that women's clubs organize on

similar basis to that of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association, with the state 
divided into districts and the districts 
into sections, so that groups of wom- 
en's clubs may be put to work creat- 
ing a demand for Georgia-grown prod- 
ucts.

Harrison advised the clubwomen to 
strike aber the iron is hot.

Mr. Harrison suggested as the 
method for clubwomen to pursue in 
launching and furthering the live-at- 
home idea to be as follows: That a 
state committee be, appointed from 
Georgia Federation of Womens 
Clubs, composed of a state chairman 
and one member for each banker 
agricultural district. That each chair- 
man appoint a committee composed 
of one chairman for each section with- 
in the district, and each chairman 
should contact with every womans 
club within her section. 

Have a committee of the local club 
proceed as follows: 

1. Contact with a committee from 
the civic organizations and the county 
agent and county home demonstra- 
tion agent of the county. 

2. From the data gathered in the 
food eurvey, let the leaders in each 
county find out what products now 
sold can be supplied locally—then or- 
ganize for systematic flow of those 
products: to the dealers in counties 
according to consumption demands. 

3. Help the farmer offering or sup- 
plying food products, to build abso- 
lute confidence in his product on the 
part of consumers and dealers.

Members of the commission Tues- 
day, replying to a statement issued 
by the Taxpayers’ League, expressed 
recognition of the necessity for econ- 
omizing, and said that they are doing 
all within their power in the way of 
retrenchment. 

“The league’s statement appeals to 
mé as dealtes more in generalities,” 
said Longino, “The commission will 
gladly receive any suggestions or spe- 
cific recommendations the league may 
make. I expect to propose to ‘the 
commission that each department head 
be given the opportunity of working 
out his own program of _ retrench- 
ment.” 

“I am sorry we have not pleased 
the league, but we have done the best 
we can in the face of dwindling reve- 
nues and existing obligations,” said 
Di W. L. Gilbert. Commissioner 
Paul S. Etheridge, chairman, said 
he would support “any economy meas- 
ures which are sound and which will 
aid us in meeting the situation brought 
on by business stagnation.” Commis- 
sioner Walter C. Hendrix, chairman 
of public works, said “we have econ- 
omized in every direction that we 
know of, and will clean up some odds 
and ends where further retrenchment 
is possible.” Commissioner Walter 
B. Stewart joined in the commission’s 
opinion that the body has done all 
in its power to economize. 


LEAGUE URGES COUNTY 
“TO CUT TO THE BONE” 
The Taxpayers’ League, in a public 
statement issued late Tuesday, com- 
mended the members of the board of 


county commissioners for their efforts 
to curtail expenses of the county gov- 
ernment but urged that expenses be 
cut to the bone.
